During tlie morning the sky was over- 
cast, with a fine I'nin falling occasionally 
and a cold ^east'i'Wind" blowing, which 
raisd the qae8tion,ns'.to.Avhef her the nice 
would not bo postponed, especially as 
boisterous waves wer(> exi)e(Med in the 
nnshellereil readies of the river. But 
after a c()iif(>rence between the captains 
of the crews and the coaches, it was de- 
cided to start the race at or about ;!:.'10 
p.m.

two miles from the start. By this tini(> 
Cambridge was pulling short, and ut 
Cliiswick church, two miles and three- 
quarters from the start, the raci? ile- 
vnloped into a jiroeession, and was re- 
garded as a. certainty for Oxford.. Whoa 
Tliornyeroft's works were reached, tlireo 
miles , from the start, the dark blues 
wore' leading" by " five lengths, itnd at 
Barnes' bridge, three and two-thirda 
miles, they led by five lengths, ' wliicli 
was gradually increased until the finish.

Washington, March 26.— An agree- 
ment has been reached by the commit- 
tee of the house aiid seiiate on the Alas- 
ka land hill to insert a provision allow- 
ing Canadian miners the saino rights in 
Ahiska as are given hy the Caiuuliaii 
govoriiuient to Ainericiiii miners.

A Farmer on This Pressing Need of 
the Agricultural Community. 

To Iho Editor:- Since the publication 
of my lasl letter on the suhjoel: I hav(> 
followed with ninch interest the opin- 
ions idTered by others on the problem of 
cheap money. 

^^■llill■ all agree tliiil a iiieasiiri^ of 
relief is a pressing necessity some fail 
ill detail, others propose phins that 
would be dangerous and at the same 
time ineffective. 

With a' view to throwing as much 
light as possible on the subject I bog 
to invite the most rigorous criticism of 
my own opinions and shall exercise a 
liUo p-!vilege with respect to the opin- 
ions of others. 

Mr. Munroe Jliller in his letter ii])- 
pearing in yotir issue of the 12lli inst., 
propo.sos that the governiiient Iniild 
warehouses, store produce for farini-is 
and advance niomy on the pviuliiee 
thus stored at iiiodc-rale rates of in- 
tt>resl. 

'I'his plan, I claim, whilf> cslablisliinf; 
a dnngorouH precedent, would not in 
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there ili- 
:l him or 
coiisidernbh' to build 
public wan^liouses. Ho 
equire the ai-e(unmodation 

or four months at a time 

on ail average, or only :! per coat, would 
cut but a sli(,'ht tigure in the years 

'"^ .Again, should the government oslal- 
lish such a svsKMU for farmers it cioild 
not just I V refuse to extend its opera- 
lions to any other industry and thus 
would Imvo lo assume the burden of 
liniineing the entire coinmerco of the 
country. 

>d, whatever might have been ilone 
in times past, there is but one remedy 
open to us now, viz., to assist on the 
t'ovenimont's borrowing money for us 
on our lauds, lirst haiids, on its em- 
jioweriiig us to pool our securities and, 
like w cbartorod comimny, Ko to the 
best money markets and lan-ow for our- 
selves. 

It is idle to say farmers do not want 
lo borrow on iiiorvgiigo and ecpially 
iiUe to siiy it is iuexiiedient for them to 
mortgage. I say they are already mort- 
gaged and the interest on these mort- 
gages is gradually eating nine-tenths 
of theiu up. , . 

With, I presume, unintentional irony, 
it was stated on the floor of the house, 
when debating the repeal of the mort- 
gage tax, that people could not be 
••prevented hv legislation from contract- 
ing themselves into all sorts of prcpos- 
lerioUM obliKations." 

Uues the author of that beaiiliful sen- 
timent hold thai it is one of the weak- 
nesses of himiau nature to contract to 
pay more money for anything than tlie 
eonlractor is obliged to pay for ilV Does 
the fad not rather prove that freedom 
(]f eiiiitraet in the matter of obtainiiiK 
money with whieh to do our business 
in Uritish Ciduinbia is at an ondV 

Ves, we are simply in such a position 
llial unr task masters, the mortgiigoe.s, 
can make any terms of bondage which 
they think fit, and we must submit or 
take the other alternative— quit busi- 
ness and stJlrve. 

I think I am safe \' presuming to say 
Hint this state of ts' irs will be reme- 
died, if not by the resent government 
and now, then by tnoir sucessors. Tlie 
evil is too palpiihle and easy of ccu-rec- 
lion to permit of any monkeying with 
it. I lu'g now to refer lo thi> remarks 
of llie editor on this subject ill your is- 
sue of the I21I1. 

You recoinmeml Iho erection of a cold 
.storage building at some point on the 
inninlaud as a measure of relief. -May 
I ask at what point on the nminlaiid 
you winihl sugest? 1 hoiio you will par- 
iloii my stating that I^ entertain sus- 
lucions on this cold storage iiropositioii 
thai I should not care to express. 

Again, yim siigKCSl the establishment 
by the governmont of institutions for 
lending money to farmers temporarily 
and iu a business like way. 1 do not 
know what meaning the term "busi- 
ness like way" may he Intended to con- 
vey in this case. You would not call 
Iho lending of money to a farmer wliose 
crop is growing on mortgaged land, the 
interest on which he can scarcidy pay, 
a ver.v business like proiiosition V 

Then who Avinild bo benelittod by such 
a ineasiir<'? Only farmers — then it 
won III be unjust to others who are pnj'- 
iiit; heavy rates of interest. 

I'nt its advantages could not be ex- 
leiided to all farmers, only to mort- 
gaged, w«dl to do farmers, otherwise it 
would not be done in a "business like 
way." 

Then how very unjust to all parties to 
whom relief is at all necessary! 

Your coaeludirig remarks in the ar- 
ticle in ipicstion arc not to my iniml 
Ingiciil. 

Ycni concliiile that the lending of 
money to farmers iu a "business like 
way" would alTect a maidi ni'eded re- 
Htrm in InisincsH methods ainmiKst our 
farmers, 'i'he natural cmiclusioii, on 
Iho contrary, is that a thriftless man 
beeiiines more thriftless in direct jiro- 
portion lo the eas<' with whiidi ho can 
gel. money to waste. .\ full delinition 
of the ineaiiiiig \vhieh ycjii attach to 
the phrase above (luoled might explain 
away thi'se si'eiuing conlradielioiis, and 
1 I'e'el sure all iiarlics interested in the 
(piestion would bo grateful for such 
ilefiuition. 

'J'he fact would still remain that our 
farmers are the very reverse of thrift- 
less. Mark what has been done by the 
New Westminster Fruit Growers' Asso- 
ciation, the Kelowna Shippers ITuion 
and the Okanngan h^'lour Mills Com- 
pany in the fac'e of greal ilitlicultios. 

Put any fcuKible pro|iositiou before 
tlio farmers and they would handle it 
about as praeli<>ally and elTei'livoly as 
any class of peoph", I know. They ask 
no favors, but a fair llehl. To enact 
laws empowering them to make the bc>st 
use of their securilies for lessening Iho 
rat<\s r)f interest the.v, in common with 
nil other industrial classes in the pro- 
vince, are paying nml the advaiila(,'es 
of wdiie'i will apply to all alike, so far 
from being a special moMsure for \\w 
sole beiielit of farnuM's, would bo siiii- 
pl.v ninking of (lie farmers a moans and 
iiicdiurn of affecting a universal benefit 
Mild universal relief.

LOUD SALISBURY. 

Lord Salisbury's illness is a luatfer of 
Imperial concern at this critie;il stage of 
intemntionnl eomplicatioiis. There is 
proliahly no good reason to 'i-dieve f it 
his illness is very serious; but it must be 
remembered that l.onl .Salisbury is no 
longer a young iiiaii, being in his sixly- 
iiinth year, and that the cares of otlice 
and his anxiety over the state of Laily 
.Salisbury's health have very perceptibly 
worn upon him during .the lust year. Un- 
untll it appears that his illness is really 
dangerous nature, it must bo his teiu- 
jporary retirement from the personal 
inanagcmept of the foreign oOicu that 
•causes chief regret.' 

There are many critics of Lord Sal- 
isbury's f(jreigii policy who charge him 
with over-cautiiHisness, .IndilTerence, and 
even with a disiiosilion to .yield a point 
rather than push matters to extrenu'S. 
Cool, deliberati', and unmoved by tin.' 
whims of public opinion, he certainly is. 
But there is no evidence that he has 
•ever sacrificed, or is new sacrilicing, flie 
best interests of the -Empire through 
lack of iirouiptnoss and aggressiveness. 
And, indeed, it does seem that his (jual- 
ilies are those most needed in the hand- 
ling of the present crisis. One rash ac- 
tion niiglit precipitate war, and Uritaiu 
has liitle to gain by war. She would al- 
most certainly uoine off victorious in a 
struggle with any oik? naticni, or with 
any probable combination of nations. 
But what could she iiciitiirc by a vic- 
tory Uiat would be really valuable to 
Iier? There is no large tract of territory 
she would be wise in adding to her iios- 
.sessioiis. seeing that her intellectual and 
Iiicial for<-e is exercised lo Ihe full in 
orgaiiizin? and developing the new ter- 
ritories she has reeentl.v added. Lonl 
i-^alisbiiry is evidently deeply imbued 
with this idea, and it deteriiiiiicd tli^.' 
.attituile ho has taken with regard to 
China. I'ecanse of her large available 
naval forci' Britain was in a position to 
secure for lier.self wlialevor portion she 
most desired, which would unquestiona- 
bly have been the valley of the Yang- 
tsc'-Kiiing, the richest |iart of China, 
with a iiopulation id' 'J 1."), 000,000. Lord 
iSalishury resisted this teniptatioii, and 
the roiis'on was nndonbtedly that he did 
not believe the I'hiiliire should just at tlie 
I)resent time unilertake lliis cnornions 
r(!spoiisibilily. All the advantage of 
liossession would beoblaincil if a fair ac- 
cess to all the markets of China was 
seciireil. Cpon this Lord Snlisliury is 
insisting so |)ositively that he is inakiiig 
it understood that he will not shirk war 
if other nations attempt to close these 
markets. 

lu this Lord Salisbury's foreign pol- 
icy is illustrated. He seeks solid ad- 
vantages rather than n brilliant coup. 

lie ilesircs to avoid war. if these ad- 
vanta:;es can be secured by |)atieiit 
diplomai^y. He realizes that I'.ritain is 
in .-1 betier iiositiim than an.\- other na- 
tion to continue to exiiand mnler iire-;- 
ent conditions, and that this favoralil'' 
jiositiiiii cuuld only be endangered by 
war. l'"or. no mattcT how suecessful she 
might be, a war would so engage her 
:ittentioii and energies tliat even those 
nu lions with which she was not at war 
would be able to encroach upon her. 
•or strengthen themselves against her. 
And It must be remembered that there is 
IIU Imiiortaiit niition \vliicb is not 
in some unarter of the wuih! 
ji rival of (Ireat Urit.iin. Il 
wcniil. theref.ire, seem that Lord Sal- 
isburv's p(diey is the wisest and safest 
iiinler existin.i; coniliticms. It is peculi- 
arly unfortunate that be should have to 
drop the reins just at wliat seems to be 
the most critical stage of tlie existing 
ditllculties, but the British public have 
every eontidenco that Mr. Balfour will 
prove equal to the necessities of the oc- 
casion. — Mail and Empire.

THE CRISIS AT II AND. 



The governnients of the United Ht.ates 
and Spain stand fairly at issue on the 
Ouestiou of the responsibility for the 

loss of the Maiiii'. The r<-i)orts of tlii> 
two courts of irii|uii-y arc (liaiiietrically 
opposed to each other, and neither gov- 
ernment seems disposed to yield in the 
.slightest degree. Diplomacy has vast 
ri'smirccs. but niio ran hardly soi' how 
il can ilisi'.ivcr an>' "■.'ly 'ml I'l' Ibis dead- 
lock. If the I'liilcil .Stall's" report w.'is 
accepted by S|iain, that country's res- 
ponsibility in the premises would be u:i- 
(li'.estieiiable, ami all that would remain 
to be done woiild be to discover bow 
that responsibility can b(> discharged. 
Itut ^)aiu refuses tu admit that any 
guilt rests, even indirectly, upon her 
shoulders, and consequoutl.v cannot con- 
sent to discuss the subject of indemnity 
upon any terms whatever. 

It dues not fiilliiw that war must arise 
out of this, for the two nations miirht, 
it they so desired, allow the matter to 
rest. The (lUestlon must always re- 
main an open one. The report of the 
I iiileil .S|;il(>s ollicers is only ii matter 
of i)i>iiiioii at the most. We are not in 
possession of the le.\t of the report, but 
the very nature of. the affair precludes 
the possibility of the decision being nuy- 
tbiiig more than a coiichisioii reached 
from availabli' f;icts. M'liether the fa<'ts 
warrant it must always in a certain de- 
gree be open to suspicion and if the 
f« cling of the people of the United 
States could be eliniinated from the case, 
the two .troveriiuienis nii,t,'lit a;;rce to 
lit till' matter roinain an unsettled prob- 
hni. Hut we do not expect 'that the 
l/eeide of that country will acquiesce 
ill any such course. We <bi not believe 
the people ^)f tircat liritain would do so, 
it they were similarly situated. There 
is likely to he ua outburst of imblic in- 
ilignntion, which will (ind e.Kpressiiui in 
Congress and cumiiel the rresidenl to 
assent to a declaration of wa'r, if it is 
not othel'wiso precipitated. 

Hut ovea if the United States iiroves 
to be (.apable of restraining' itself in 
(his crisis, the effect will he that little 
avail for the dctcrmiaation of the Presi- 
dent to intervene in the affairs of Cuba 
will lead to hostilities, vinless, indeed. 
SpAiii is ready to do what there is not 
I he least reason to e.xpect .siie will do. 
Up to now not a single^ word has been ut- 
tered in the Spanish kingdom, as far as 
i.-: known, favouralile to giving up Cuba, 
and this being tlie cas(>, it seems to mat- 
tor very little what shall he the cause 
i;or Uie beginning of hostilities.

THE RAILWAY MUST BE BUIl/1 

We shall greatly regret the result ^ 
the Senate po.'<tpones the larryiiig out of 
the contract for the Stikiiie-Teslin rail- 
way. As we have already said, the de- 
tails of the I'ontract might be open to 
crilicisni. but ilie emergency is SO great 
:Mid so much wiW lie lost if the railway is 
nut built at once that we were prepareil 
to accept the proposition as the best thai 
could he obtained. 

It is said lliat Messrs. Mackenzie & 
Maim will go on witli the construction 
of the railway, in which event the Coast 
cities and Canada as a whole will imi 
suffer from the course which the Senate 
seems likely lo lake. If this is not the 
case. Iheii it is llii- duty of the federal 
and provinv'ial goveruiuoiits to lalce steps 
to-have the road built without a day s 
tiiVncccssary delay. 

More than ever is it necessary to liave 
a railway acros.s this piece of country. 
W'e may e.xpect a rush north soon in 
comparison with which everything so 
far will sink into , insignificance. The 
railway must be built.

ine de Medici, at whose instigation the 
terrible massacre of Bt. Rartholenicw 
WHS perpetrateil, we must keep in 
mind that she was not a religious en- 
thusiast, who believed she was doing 
the work of God by extirpating here- 
tic.'!, but a cruel, conscienceless woman, 
to whom no means were too wicked, so 
that tliey served her political purposes. 

The Huguenots were French Calvinist 
Protestants. Their code of morals was 
strict and their manner of life.' as a nil", 
of the lii^'hest onlw. To iimlei-staiiil 
properly not ouly this groat breach in 
the raidis of the Romou Catholic church 
but also the Reformation in Germany 
led by I.utlier, the political condition of 
I'binipe must lie taken into account. 
The last of tlio crusade came to 
a close in 1272, and witnessed 
the shattering of the fuodal sy.s- 
tem. which for centuries had been 
the duminant factor of European kov- 
ernineuts. During the next two cen- 
turies in France and Germany there 
was scarcely a semblance of popular 
liberty, in striking contrast to the eon- 
dilions existing in the Italian re- 
publics. The great religious movement 
of the lifteeuth century was as much 
revolt against the absolute rule of 
the Kings as against the Papal author- 
ity. In France it took a decidedly 
publican turn, which is not surprising 
when we remember that in that coun 
try tliore were many descendants of 
the Romans, who wore undonbteiUy 
the greatest self-governing race of anti 
unity. The nobility of France saw ii 
the Huguenot movoment an opportun- 
ity to extend their own power and curl 
that of the sovereign, so that we lind 
them espousing the cause of the Ue- 
forined. as they are sometimes called, 
in such great numliers tliat. as oiu! 
writer says, while only oiio-tliirtieth 
part of the populace were Huguenots, 
one-third of the noblesse adopted that 
faith. 

It was not long liefore the support- 
ers of the new religion found tliemselves 
called upon to take up arms in defence 
of their rights of worshipping accord- 
ing to the dictates of their own con- 
si.iences, and in a very short time they 
were in the thick of the fight between 
the factions that were contending for 
the throne of France. The King of that 
'oiintry was Henry H, who is inemor- 
dtle in the liistory of our own country 
because it was during his iMjign tliat 
Calais was taken from the English and 
thus the last remnant of the domain 
En.^lanil on the continent of Europe was 
lost. Henry's wife was tlie wmnan. 
whose name is ai. the head of tliis ar- 
ticle. She was descended- from the ceb - 
brated Florentine family of Jlediii. 
which was illustrious for more than 
two (.('Ut iiries and, amoiit; other distin- 
guished representatives, numbered I'opo 
Leo X, during whose pontificate the 
Reformation of Luther begun— he was 
a man of more than ordinary atiKros- 
siveness— Poiie Clenieiil \'I1, who o(.'- 
cupied the papal chair when Henry 
VIII was king of England, and Pope 
Leo, who died in KiOo. When only 
thirteen years of age Catherine was 
married to tlio Duke of Orleans, son 
of Francis I of France, and afterwards 
Henry II. She was a wonmn of i<'- 
miirkablo ability, but apparently utter- 
ly without conscience. Her husband 
died when she was forty years of af-'c 
ami was succeeded by his oldest son, 
Francis II. It seems inconceivable, 
lint is uiidoiibtedly true that this iu- 
luim.'in mother, ■ having lasted power 
during the reign of lier liiisli;nid, be- 
came so infatuated witli it that she 
purposely instigated her sons to all 
maniior of vices in order to unfit them 
for the task of governing, hopin- ilii'ic 
by to retain power in lier own biunls. 
Her oldest, son. who married .Mar.\- 
(Jiiecn of S(.ols, survived tb;il niiion 
ouly two years, and his accessicjii to the 
throne a little more lliaii one. On bis 
death his brother, Cliailes IX. succeed 
ed to the crown, being then ten years 
of a,L.'e. His mntlier was m.'ide regent 
during his minority and thus acliieved 
her ambition to rule France. Slu- at- 
tempted to do it with a rod of iron. 'I'lie 
Duke of Lorraine, head of tlii^ faiiiily 
of (iiiise. sought to (Cert li ro w her, and 
she lo streiigtheu her iiosition granted 
concessions to the Huguenots, who 
docked to her standard and did splen- 
did service on her behalf. As a proof 
of her gratitiiile to them she I'aiised her 
daiii.'liter to marry Henry of .Vavarre 

at that lime tlie head of the Ilugm t 

jiarly. Rut this only masked her real 
ilesigns. The Huguenots had aided her 
ill making lier own power secure from 
the rivalry of the (iiiises, but llii'y them- 
selves, by reiisiiii of their intense love 
of personal freedom, were obstacles to 
her ambition to eslalilisli in l''raiice an 
absolute sovi'rei;;nty. Meanwhile 
diaries IX hail been declared of age, 
but his mind, iufecti'd by excesses, was 
unable lo co|ie with the keen, reinoise- 
less iiitellect of ills mollier. When the 
brave lliigiieiiot leader, Admiral Colig- 
ny. was shot down from the windows 
of the palace, doubtless by order of 
Catherine, the I'Ciiig ruslied to his bed- 
side and. embracing iiiiii, promised to 
avenge the dastardly deed. Two days 
later we find him acceiliug to tin? de- 




liberty would have followed if tlie 
slauglitrr had been as coin])loto as she 
lioiH'd, was an incident ii( the tragedy 
rather tlian the <'ause of it. 

Catlieriiie survived Jlii^ dreadful day 
seventeen years, and was engaged ■ in 
all manner of intrigues and excesses, 
'i'liere is no maiiner of doubt that sh(> 
w:!;i respoiisilile for the death of her 
yoiingesl sou. She died ut the age of 
seventy, having outlived her iullueuco 
and was taken to the ,','rave iiiiiiioiirneil 
and unlioiiored by even a single one of 
her associates. Her character stands 
out in the Btcahgest contrast that that 
matchless flower of the pagan world. 
Hyi)atia, whose career was sket cited 
these columns last .Sunday. 'I'here 
has been a great disposition lo lay the 
respousibilitj- of Catherine's monstrous 
life upon the shoulders of the Roman 
Catholic church, but we think unjustly. 
She was the incarnation of nieilieval 
i ruelty and wickedness, coming some- 
what late upon the scene, but In time to 
win for herself the reputation of being 
the worst woman in liistory.

A SiraiiK'er Fosscssed of an Tneonlrol- 
I bible Desire to Commit Suicide. 

1 Had not Mr. Wheclock, who is now 
eonrnieil in the jiolice station, known the 
limit of his self control tho city iiiii,'ht 
htve been startled yesterday iifteriioon 
with the news that a man ba<I juniiu d 
olT one ot the docks in an atteni])t to end 
his life. Wheebick arrived from the 
east a few days ii);o and has been wiiil- 
iii;; here for a boat to take him to San 
■ I'l a ncisco. Since his arrrival in the cilv 
he has been intoxicated, and yesterday 
niornillK he foluiil himself on the veri;e 
ii;f an atlai'k of delirium tremens. He

INITIATING TUB Sx^xtVICE. 

Scenes and Incidents of the "Ning- 
chow's" First Couiplctcd Voy- 
age in Klondike Trade. 

The line anil fast steamer "Ninf,'i-bow." 
under charter to I'\ C. l)aviil,i:e ^l: Co.. 
Ltd,, came into port yesterday morn- 
ing from tlie nortli with one hundred 
raid passengers, of whom the majority 
were from Skiigwiiy. She had on the 
trip just coiniileted— her first voya^'c in 
the Klondike trade— encountcreil some 
very severe weather on both passages, 
and yet made remarkiibly good speed, her 
steainiiig lime being surpassed only by 
the '•(}ueen" among too many onift now 
engaged in tho northern service. 

Xor was sjieed the only desirable 
ciuality of the ship demonstrated durin;; 
tlio voyage, the uiimerous tcslinioniiils 
presented to the eiipt:\iii and ollleers 
t(-stifying elorniently lo the attention 
bestowed upon all iinil sundry nf^ the 
passengers. Xot only had Captniii Cross 
proved himself an able man at the helm 
— he is also a captain who knows how 
to make each of his quests fiirget the 
monotony of sea travel and enjoy, rath- 
er than endure, the passing hour. In 
Mr. Greer, tho purser, the operijting 
company have another energetic, ri'liable 
aud experienced otllcer, always on the 
alert to oblige in hi.s (lepartnieiit or to 
assume some of those irksome little tasks 
of which travellers have tinhapply so 
mai>y. 

When tho "Xingcbow" .sta_rteil out 
from Vancouver she had ."lOo jiaKsen- 
gers, 77 oxen, l."il) dng.s. tlH) horses aon 
1,,"iO tons of freight, the largest pas- 
senger list and one of the heaviest car- 
;:oes ever disp.itchcd to the gateway 
cities. From tliese figures it will be 
seen that the duties of the olllcers were 
far from simple, yet they were unvary- 
ing in their kindly, good-natured dis- 
charge of every duty devolving upon 
thf III. 

One of the early ineiilents of the vny- 
a;,'e developed lit (liimiix on tin- u|i trip, 
the ■•Xingcbow" arriving there during 
llie afternoon on .Miircli l-llli. Having 
coaled, she sleanieil out the following 
morning, and had but taken her course 
when the Americar. steamer Rosalie 
was sighted, south-hotind, and c'liiiiiig 
on under full steam. Captain Bender 
reports that he ke|it the ".Xiiif,'cliow-" 
on her projier conrse until, liiiding liiat 
the Rosalie refused lo reco,iriii/.e the 
<'Stablisheil rules of the sea. he was ob- 
li;red, in order lo avoid a cnllisioii, to 
make a eoniiilete cii'rle roiuid and come 
up nil the other side of the .\mi'rican 
craft. All explanation from the Uosa- 
lie will, no (lijiibl, be i-ei|iiircil, for 
should such setting at naught the rules 
haN-e nccured at night time, it would 
iniibalily have been ntended by serious 

re.-,lllls. 

.\l \\'raiiL'el iiiipriived wharf aecoin- 
iiiid.i I ion was foiniil lo be very nineli 
reipiiri.'il, while the town iircseiiled 
many of Ihe fealiiics pem rall.\- rcLra id- 
i"l as characteristic of Ska;:\va,\' iil tlie 
pieseiil lime. Kolieries, shootiiiL' and

Resident Agent of the American Cus- 
toms Bids Defiance lo the Instruc- 
tions of His GovernnieuK 

The sil nation in Sk.agwa.v at the pre- 
sent lime is unii|Uc. So long as the 
cold weather colli iiUK.'S, tile goiienil 
lieallli of till' coiinnunily will doubtless 
remain as it is now— no worse tlniii tliiit 
of other towns of the same iiKe and lim- 
iled advaniaL,'es, similarly situated t;eo- 
graiiliieally. Xor are ill.' nnilaws of 
the camp so ininh in evidence as to 
llireateii the safely of the coiimuiiiity. 
The men indeed, are iiiliiiitely less to 
I'lareil llniii are the women, fur whniii 
loo ^'ical loleniiice has thus far been 
si. own. 

The trail over the White I'ass on 
Tiiesilay last was in such coiilition tlial 
Oiillils could be drawn on it over the 
snovT as far as the canyon, ten miles 
out, and al Ihe fool of I 'ori'ii|iine hill, 
u heiiee Ihcy had lo be |iackeil to i be 
siiiiiiiiil. 'I'll,. 1 lyea trail al Ihe same 
lime was in mucli the same coiulilion, 
only that there were more people on 
it, as many as ten thousand being re- 
porlcil strung along between the summit 
and Sheep ciinip, 

.\ 1 Skagway, the chief cause of com- 
plaint at the present day is neither epi- 
dcniie nor ^'ciieral lawlessness, but ring- 
rule oiieratin;; to the disailvaulage of 
all save the saloons and those "staiiiling 
in" with them.

The iiolilicn I ion in ques- 
tion was bronchi to .Skagway last .Sun- 
day by (.'ollecior Ivey, who reiiiained, 
however, just lon^' eiioii^di to endorse 
the iiiterinctation placed upon it by the 
('aiiadian custoins olllcers in the town, 
as set forth in the interview with Mr.

briiiK'ing w-illi it such continual elmnjies 
of her rulers as to interfere with the 
stability of her govi^rninoiit, thereby 
rendering the nation uiiriiual to the 
emergencies of the age. .As a conse- 
quence the time is not far distant wlieii 
France will no longer rank as a lirst- 
rato power, of whicli, indeed, her seek- 
ing for aid by alliance wilh Bussia is 
prenionetory indication. 

Evidently we are on the ere of a great 
cliaage. At one lime in the past it was 
Spain. Enghiiiil and France who were 
the dominant powers; present imlieiitions 
seem to show tliii it will he Britain, 
Bussia and (Jerinaiiy wlu) w-ill be the 
arbiters of the destinies of the world, 
and bring about such chimgcs as may 
cause marked alterations in the map 
as affecting present nations.
